For Regulation of Insurance- 
Legislation by Congress Pro 
Tiding Supervision. 
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tee on Insurance of the American 
Bar Association, has completed the 
report of that committee which is 
t) be presented to the annual con- 
vention at Narragansett pier, which 
will be held August 23 to 25. 

The report makes five specific 
recommendations as follows: 

First — Legislation by Congress 
providing for the supervision of in 
au ranee. 

Second— The repeal of all valued 
policy laws. 

Thitd — A uniform lire policv, 
the term of which shall be specific- 
ally defined. 

Fourth— The repeal of all retali- 
atory laws. 

Fifth — Stricter incorporation 
laws in the several States as they 
ailect the creation of insurance 
companies: and a Federal statute 
prohibiting the use of the mails to 
all persons, associations or corpora- 
tions transacting the business of 
insurance in disregard of State 
Federal regulations. 

President Roosevelt is quoted as 
having said to the committee that 
he is very much in tavorof Federal 
supervision of insurance. 

The committee would require re 
ports to a governmental departmeni 
showing the amount of money col- 
lected, for what purposes used, 
showing honest holders and the 
protection of policy.

Increasing tbe Lite of Telephone 
Poles. 

Durin tie past year the Forest 
Service, in cooperation with the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company and the Postal Telegraph 
( able Company, has been making 
an investigation to :lnd the best 
methods of seasoning telephone 
poles and of treating them with 
preservatives, 

Fifty green poles were furnished 
every month to each of the five 
experimental stations. Kach pole 
was exposed to the open air, and 
was weighed every month until it 
ceased to lose weight, The rate at 
which weight was lost showed the 
rate of seasoning in different 
months. 

After one year of seasoning, pre- 
servative treatment was applied to 
the poles, beginning last spring. 
Several different preservatives and 
three methods of applying the pre- 
servatives were experimented with 
Moat of the poles at two of the 
stations — Wilmington and Pisgah, 
N. C. — were treated by applying 
the pieservative with a brush. In 
a few cases a cap or plate was fi'- 
ted to tbe but of the pole and cre- 
osote forced in by a pump, but 
with unsatisfactory results. Both 
chestnut and juniper poles were 
treated by these methods. 

'lo test the elllcacy of the treat- 
ment as a preventative againBt 
decay these poles, carefully labeled 
and numbered for identification, 
have been set in an experimental 
section ot the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, between 
Savannah and Meldrim, Ga. Each 
treated pole is set between a green 
and a seasoned pole, so that the ab 
solute and relative values of the 
ditl'fferent preservatives wi.l be 
fully tested. 

The third method ,,f applying 
the preservative is that from which 
the the best results are expected 
This method was applied to eiiest- 
nut poles only. At Dover, N. J., 
in addition to the external appii

Vote for the Secret Ballot- 
in response to the protests of thi 
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Legislature of Kentucky prop 
to abolish the secret ballot i 
gelher and return to the old 
voce system. 

It is a confession that the g 
State of Kentucky cannot enf 
its own laws when those laws 
thwart the decress of the party 
machine. 

But if the State is not able to 
protect the secret ballot it will be 
equally feeble in the fat e oT organ- 
ized crime against the open ballot. 

The secret ballot secures one 
thing with reasonable certainty: 
It protects the voter from intimid- 
ation. 

That is not possible with the 
open ballot. The secret hallo: was 
adopted in order to give every man 
the right freely to exprers his 
choice at the poles, regardless of 
the views of his neighbors or the 
demands of his employers. 

It does so protect him, and that 
projection is not possible with the 
old system. Again the secret bal- 
lot makes difficult if not impossi 
tile, the purchase of votes. 

Under the oid system, under any 
system with the open ballot, a 
voter may sell his vote and the 
huyer has absolute assurance that 
the vote has been cast in accor- 
dance with the agreement before 
he pays his money.

Trustees and Patrons Should 
Take Notice— Text Books to 
be Used. 

Since the beginning of the pres- 
ent school year there seems to have 

the books to be used in the schools 
of this county. 

In July 1901 the ConatJ Ii mi J 
of Examiners adopted for a period 
of five years a series of text books 
on the subjects embraced in the 
common school courte. A con- 
tract to furnish the list adopted 
was entered into by the American 
Book Co., and as a guarantee of 
their fulfilment of their contracts 
in the various counties that had 
idopted their books, they execute 
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Education in the sum of *1'J.0<0 
which bond was required by law, 
and it was furthur provided that, 
upon failure or refusal of any 
book company furnishing or offer- 
ing to furnish such books, to com- 
ply with the legal requiremente, 
the text hooks of such publishers 
hould be removed from the com- 
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in the State by the Coun 
Board, and that new W 
should be adopted. 

Tbe Legislature in 
1004 passed an act pres 
different method of ado| 
providing for a uniform 
all the counties, which t< 
at once in all the coun 
were free from contracts, and be- 
rimes operative in others as their 
pre-existing coiuraeteexpii-e. The' 
present law provides that patrons 
may at any time In one year after 
e expiration of old contract ex- 
ange the old books that they 
>sess for new ones of like subject 
id grade upon payment of one 
df the price of tlie new books. 
Some ttime during the earlier 
part of this yoar in a suit by .Mason 
County School Board v.* the 
American Book Company the 
courts decided that, for failure t'» 
comply with the terms imposed by 
law, the bond of the company for- 
feited, and as the company refuses 
a renew the bond it is the duty of 
he County School Boards of all 
ounties under contract with the 
American Book Company to re. 
move the books and substitute the 
State uniform series, and if they 
fail to do their duty in this matter 
now and wait until next yeir, the 
American Book Company will no 
sjoubt refuse to receive the old 
books in exchange, upon the 
ground that the first or exchange 
year of Ll e new ad iption has then 
expired. 

Hence it would seem that, in 
justice to ♦ he large number of pa. 
trons who axe entitled to whatever 
benett that may be derived from 
x change of vbeii old books, the 
County Superinttndent should 
have the School Board remove the 
old hunks, and direct the) teachers 
the county to use the new 
adoption.

Chickens Fattened By Machinery. 

It is claimed that chickens fat- 
tened by machinery comprise sweet- 
er and tenderer meat than those 
fattened in the ordinary way.

*rom two to three pounds. The 
hukens are not allowed exercise 
in this time, and allowed no other 
food than that which is received 
from the machine.

Tho invention of new inachinrry, 
devii-en, processes, is continually 
bringing up new questions of luw, 
puzzling judjr«'H, lawyer*, and lay. 
men, Mlitaiaisen the PMUdelpbU 
Public Ledger. The trolley- 
brought itti problems; the sub- 
marines, wheu they ar* used 
for commercial purposes, will 
undoubtedly pone the law- 
makers; the power of modern, 
guns on men of war has made ob- 
solete the old three mile rule an 
to the limit of territorial waters; 
and when the balloon shall be- 
come a passenger vehicle what 
wisdom will frame the rules of the 
road or the law of trespass? 

Just now the law relating to the 
telepnone is of interest. What 
constitutes a breach of peace by 
'phone? Judge Brady, of Kansas 
( in. has jiiKt decided such a case 
whirh, by reason of its romantis 
connection, appeals to all. Wri- 
ter Clark had proposed to a maid- 
en and had been rejected. lie re- 
newed the proposal over the tele- 
phone; called up the fair one sev- 
eral times, and was "tinned 
down." He was not dismayed, but 
'•called" in the morning and in the 
afternoon and in the dewev eve, 
and sometimes> at night* The 
doors may be barred and a re- 
jected suitor kept out, but how is 
the telephone to be guarded? 
Judge Brady took these questions 
nadw consideration, and ruled 
that after a giri had rejected a 
I man she had the inalienable right 
I "to have him stay rejected," and 
j that the use of the telephone 
could and should be classed as a 
1 style of importunity amounting to 
a breach of peace. 

The theory of the law in * these 
decisons is this: It would be a 
breach of the peace if the suitor 
should annoy the young woman 
with his presence, and the fact 
that the telephone was used does 
not modify the act nor the retpoiv 
sibiiity of the persoa performing 

the act. This seems t . . good 
sense, and an indication that 
when the people of the United 
States shall all have '•tinivcrsnl 
I wireless connection" a man iu 
New York who calls an enemy in 
San Francisco a hard name by 
"wireless" will hold himself liable, 
though the costs of prosecution 
would be prohibitive.

Will Try lor Uniform Divorce

On August 8 Gov. Beckham re- 
ceived u letter from Gov. Samue 
W. Pennypacker, of Pennsylvania 
inclosing a copy of the act of tin 
General Assembly of that State, 
passed in March, authorizing the 
appointment of a commission to 
codify the laws relating to divorce, 
and to co-operate with other States 
of the Union in securing uniformity 
of divorce legislation in the United 
States. Gov, Pennypacker state* 
that he has appointed such a 
mission also to act as delegates in 
a Congress suggested by the proyis- 
ions of the act should such a Con 
gress of several Stales assemble, 
and asks the co-operation of Goy. 
Beckham in the matter. 

Many of the States have already- 
taken action and the question will 
address itself to the Kentucky 
Legislature at the coning session. 
The State of Pennsylvania has ap- 
propriated $10,000 to defray the 
expenses of carrying out the prs 
visions of the act to which Gov. 
1 Pennypaker refers.

Stiff Piece of Paper and 

Tea Tray Are All That la 
Necessary. 



si/<- of h common ten tray. Fasten 
to it two upright handles, one on 
each end, both made of paper and 
attach by mean* of sealing wax, 
says the Kau Francisco Chron- 
icle. 

Now, take any common 
tray that you may be able 
row in the house and lav it on the 
top of two glasses. These will 
furnish the ''insulation." 

Warm the paper disk thorough- 
ly on the stove till it is as dry as it 
can possibly be. Then lay it oa 
the table and brush it violently 
with a common ctofMifcraah. If 
you spread a piece of silk or a rub- 
ber sheet under it, so much the 
better, though it is not necessary. 

The friction has made the paper 
electric. Lift it from the table, 
lay it on the tea tray and approach 
a corner of it with the knuckles of 
your linger or with a sharp metal 
point. A spark will leap out from 
it immediately. 

Now you have an electric bat- 
tery in a most simple form. By 
rubbing the paper as often at 
loses its electricity it is possi 
tc get enough sparks fo load a L 
den jar or any other form of sm 
electric storage battery. 

A very simple Levden jar can 
made by tilling a tumbler half full 
with shot and sticking an 1 
silver spoon info it. By letting the
